Late News by the British Steamer 


Trent. 


LISBON, Feb. a—The British steamer 


Trent, from Buenos Ayres via Elo de 
Janeiro, from which latter port ahe 
sailed January II, arrived here yeater- 
dtt.y. Among her passengers was Capt. 
William L. Lang, who ia proceeclinfr to 
Knglaad on leave of absence. Capt. 
Lang was the senior British naval 
officer 
at Eio Janeiro.

WASHISOTON, Feb. l.—The pecula- 


tions of James Anderson, ot Indiana, 
a well-connected lad, 1« years of age, 
employed aa a messenger In tnetreM- 
nry vaults, who was arrested last nlfftt 
for stealing silver from the vault* 
prove more serious than was supposed. 
They amount to »7M as far as has 
been ascertained, and the inquiry Is 
still In progress. When the theft waa 
first discovered It was supposed to 
amotmt only to a lew dollars, and at 
the request of the treasury officials the 
fact was suppressed. 


The method of his theft was some- 


what similar, though on a much 
smaller scale, to that pursued by Coon- 
run with the gold in the Philadelphia 
mint. 
, 
Anderson had access to tho silver 


vaults for the purpose of showing vla» 
Itors through. 
He pried open th« 


woodwork of some of the silver chests 
near the lattice work, silt the bags con- 
taining silver dollars and helped him- 
self to a few dollars at a time as he 
wanted them. 
Whether his peculations will amount 


to more than the seven or eight hun- 
dred dollars thus far found out can 
only be ascertained by a recount of the 
silver. There are seven or eight mil- 
lion sllvervdollars in the vaults. Each 
million dollars weighs In round figures 
thirty tons; so that the amount of 
money to be handled is about 240 tons. 
This will necessitate a force of ten or 
twelve men to work for' two weeks or 
more counting1 and weighing the sil- 
ver.

(1,000 or more—will be the only loss 
the United States will sustain, aa the 
law makes the treasurer responsible, 
under his bond, for all losses through 
the dishonesty of employes and gives 
him no voice in their selection.

Hiram Bahney, a Peddler, 


Playaa Game of Oinohaad 


Thea Takes His 


Own Life. 


Found Hanging at tno Bad of a 


"Rape in Boom 28—The 


Inqueat. 


This forenoon tbe discovny was male 


that Hiram Bahney, a venerable gmeat 
and" peddler at tbe Park Hots], on North 
Water street, had committed soiotde In 
room S3, by hanging himself. Babney 
did not come to tbe office in time far a 
late breakfast and it waa (opposed tbat 
he bad overslept himself. Tbe porter 
waa sent to tbe room to awaken tbe old 
gentleman. He came back trf th* offloe 
on the run and reported tbat he believed 
that Bahney had committed anioide be- 
came there was a piece of rope in Bight, 
tied to tbe lower part of the tran*oni 
frame. He bad tried to open the door. 
It was unlocked but be couldn't bndge,it 
aa there seemed to be a weight aflame t 
it on the inside. 


George Peck and O. H. Smith went to 


the room with tbe porter, and alter an 
inspection concluded tbat Bahney had 
taken bis life. Smith cut the rope at 
the transom frame, but there waa no fall 
ot the body because the closed door held 
the severed rope in place. Then Feck 
got a chair, and taking out the transom 
be looked into the room and saw Bahney 
hanging against the door, apparently 
cold in death. He also saw that tbe key 
of the door wise lying on the withstand; 
that the lamp waa not burning; tbat 
Bahney'e overaoet and hat were on tbe 
bed, and tbat the bed not beendiatarbsd 
or ooe.npied d tiring the night. Mr. Peak, 
at the suggestion of Mr. Smith, cut the 
rope below the transom frame, and in- 
etantly the body of the suicide fell over 
to the rijrht, coming in contact with a 
ohair near tbe door. The bead etrnok 
the floor and wall face downward, and 
the feet were in the air at an angle of 45 
degrees. In this position the body we* 
left until Coroner Bendure, Marshal 
Lehman and Officer 
Hewes arrived. 


Subsequently the body was removed to 
Bnllard'a undertaking, rooms, where tbe 
inquest was held.

He wae 
turned away ouoe because he oonld not 
pay for hia board, bnt he bad begged BO 
hard for credit that Willis allowed him 
to come back. Bahney sold gooda for 
Gately ft Co., 21 LaSalle street, Chicago, 
and also represented the nursery firm of 
Chase Brothers, Rochester, N. Y. Be- 
oeipts among his payers show that be 
had made some good sales at Clinton, 
Xaylorville and Litohfield. One letter 
from Gately & Co. advised Babney to go 
to Jacksonville. Babney waa a German, 
but h« spoke English well. He told Mr.
